Story of a plot by prisoners in the 
county jail to kill the night jailers 
and assult Deputy Sheriff R. IA. 
“Dick” Bright told before Judge Ben- 
jamin F. Warmer in the superior 
court yesterday by Otis R. Dooley, a 
forger by his own confession and who. 
wes “lost” in the jail for two days| 
after the conspiracy to free a score 
of prisoners failed, sent three men 
to the penitentiary. Dooley was also 
sentenced to San Quentin a few inin- 
utes later when he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of forgery. 

Dooley was called as a witness by 
the prosecution against his fellow 
prisoners. who’ had aided him in his 
unsuccessful effort to escape. R. P. 
Brown and Marvin Smiley, charged 
with robbery. pleaded guilty and 
made a plea for probation. 

Dooley Hears Plot ................ 

Dooley’s story of the plot ‘to kil 
the jailers and of overhearing Brown 
and Smiley «plotting to assist Dep- 
uty Sheriff Bright and take the of- 
ficer’s gun away from him when he 
escorted them to court, virtually 
knocked out their plea for lieniency. 

Dooley told the court that Brown 
aml Smiley were partners in the plot 
to stage a mock fight in the cells 
and have one of them ‘put in the 
dungeon cell where a negro trusty, 
Hill Cusbert, had tampered with the 
lock. Dooley was put in the dark 
cell from where he escaped but was 
frightened into hiding on top of the 
cells before he had an opportunity 
to escape from the jail, he said. 

Brown and Smiley eyed Dooley's 
every move while he was on the wit- 
ness stand. Both slid down im their 
chairs and cursed under their 
breath. 

Pleas Denied 

Judge Warmer denied their pleas 
for probation and sentenced them to 
serve indeterminate sentences of 
from one to 15 years in San Quentin 
on the burglary charge. 

The erstwhile trusty, Cusbert, sul- 
lenly heard Dooley’s story. Dooley 
said Cusbert filed the lock on the 
dark cell so that it could be opened 
with the slightest shove. Cusbert 
brought a meat cleaver from the jail 
kitchen and hid it in his bed, plan- 
ming ‘to ‘kill the night jailers, secure 
the keys and free practically every 
prisoner in the jail, Dooley admitted. 

Negro Sentenced 

‘The negro, who was serving a_ 60- 
day sentence for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon and had less than 36 
days to serve, pleaded guilty to aid- 
ing a prisoner to escape and was sen- 
tenced to serve from one to 10 years 
in the penitentiary. 

As Dooley walked from the witness 
stand he was careful not to go near 
three prisoners, guarded by 
Sherriff W. A. Shay and Deputies 
Bright and Atmarias. 

Dooley then admitted 
forged a number of checks. He did 
not ask the leniency of the court 
as a reward for his confession of the 
attempted jail break. Judge Warmer 
sentenced Dooley to serve from one 
to.14 years. Dooley has served two 
terms in the state prison on charges 
of forgery. Officers declare he is a 
Clever forger and has secured thou- 
sands of dollars in Southern Cali- 
fornia by virtue of worthless checks. 

The four prisoners will be taken 
to San Quentin today by four offi- 
cers. Possibility of an attempt to 
escape is feared by the officers, gl 
of whom will be heavily armed.

Immigration and Naturalization 

1, We favor an examination of all 
immigrants at the point of embarka- 
tion or the nearest United States 
consulate before embarkation, this 
examination to include not only physi- 
cal and blood tests but also an 
examination into the general desira- 
bility of the immigrant with respect 
to hig future as an American citizen, 
including a test of his or her degree 
of mentality.

4. We favor uniform and dignified 
naturalization ceremonies designed to 
impress on new ciitizens the dignity, 
responsibilities and privileges of 
Amercian citizenship, in all courts 
with naturalization jurisdiction. Such 
ceremonies should be held periodical- 
ly so that new citizens can be re- 
ceived in groups. 

5. We favor encouragement by the 
American Legion of all social organ- 
izations looking toward the welfare 
of the alien, and the Legion’s co- 
operation with all schools engaged in 
the education of the alien. 

6. We favor encouragement by the 
Legion. of all worthy organizations 
striving to eliminate the “padrone’’ 
system and to make the alien in- 
dependent of loan sharks, usurers 
and all individuals whose methods of 
business result in the practical en- 
slavement of the alien for years, 
thereby retarding and often prevent- 
ing his attainment of citizenship. 

7. We declare ourselves in favor of 
the exclusiog of all aliens for a peri- 
od of five years; provided, however, 
that the father, mother, sister, wife 
or husband of an American citizen be 
allowed admission. 

8. We reaffirm the position taken 
at our two previous conventions with 
respect to Japanese immigration.

Anti-American Propaganda and 
Radicalism 


There are numbers of people and 
agencies engaged in an attempt to 
change our form of government, in- 
dustrial and social life. The motives 
of some of these people are sincere, 
of others insincere, 

Their methods are two-fold. First, 
through free speech, and a free press 
leading to changes by the ballot and 
evolution. Second, through prostitu- 
tion of free speech and a free press, 
inciting the people to class con- 
sciousness and. strife and leading 
to changes by revolution. The per- 
sons and agencies using the latter 
method are termed “radicals.” 

2. That the program of education 
outlined by the National American 
Commission be carried out. 

3. The schools should be removed 
from the influence of partisan  poli- 
tics, and the qualification of instruct- 
tions be only their capability and 
their Americanism 

The passage by state of laws to 
make the teaching of disloyalty in 
any school an offense punishable by 
fine or imprisonment or both is urged. 

5. That the Legion render all pos- 
sible assistance to the school authort- 
ties by reporting to them all instanc- 
es of disloyalty. 

6. That we favor universal

'News that the resignations had 
been placed in the hands of Klan 
officials became known following 
the inspection during the day by 
the members of the Board of 
Supervisors of a typewritten list 


lin the hands of T. W. Duckworth, 


district attorney. 

Statement that two Klan mem- 
bers, employes of the county, had 
resigned, came before the super- 
visors had any opportunity to 
summon the Klansmen or to com- 
municate with them their desire 
that county employes leave the 
Klan. 

Word that the supervisors, how- 
ever, were in the office of Mr. 
Duckworth for the purpose of in- 
specting the Klan membership list 
quickly spread throughout county 
offices. 

Names Are Guarded 

No announcement is to be made, 
it was indicated by members of 
the board, as to the identity of 
persons whose names were found 
on the list. This policy will in- 
elude the two county employes. 
There was no reason assigned 
for the attitude of the super- 
visors, and no statement as to 
whether the attitude of silence 
meant approval for the stand of 
the district attorney that the 
names should not be made public, 
or whether the decision was a 
courtesy to the prosecutor in that 
list belonged to his department 
and he had already fixed the 
policy in so far as publicity is 
concerned. 

Not Elective Officers . 

Neither of the,two county em- 
ployes, it is said, is an elective 
officer or the head of a depart- 
ment. 

The original attitude of the su- 
pervisors was that membership in 
the Klan was not to be followed 
by discharge from county employ, 
provided any such members would 
resign from the organization.

FEDERATED FRUNT 
GROWERS FORMED 


J. S. Edwards of Redlands, man- 
ager of the East Highlands branch 
of the Gold Buckle Association, has 
been made vice-president and acting 
Federated Fruit 
Growers, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago. 

This federation came out of the de- 
liberations of the Fruit Growers 
Marketing Committee of 21, which 
held its final sessions in the offices 
of the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, Chicago, April 24-29. 

To this conference President J. R. 
Howard of the National Farm Bu- 
reau Federation named Mr. Edwards 
and R. B. Peters, president of the 
San Bernardino:County Farm Bureau 
as two of the three delegates. 

Board Appointed 

As outlined by the committee of 21, 
there will be established a national 
grower-owned and _ grower-controlled 
sales agency at once. A temporary 
board of directors for the federation 
was appointed by the committee, the 
two directors from California being 
Mr. Edwards. and Sheridan W. Baker. 
Temporary offices have been” estab- 
lished in the Transportation Build- 
ing, Chicago, and Mr. Edwards is at 
present organizing the sales depart- 
ment. 

Memberships in the Federated 
Growers will be held by co-operative 
fruit marketing associations and not 
by individuals. Representation on the 
governing board is both by commodi- 
ty and by district, and the organiza- 
tion is completely grower-owned and 
grower-controlled. 

The nation will be divided into 16 
districts. according to the import- 
ance of the various sections in pro- 
ducing fruits and other perishables. 

Each commodity, such as citrus 
fruits, apples, grapes, etec., will be 
entitled to representation on the 
board and will be recognized accord- 
ing to the importance of the industry 
Nuts also will be 
handled. 

Service is Demanded 


Already Acting Manager Edwards 
is receiving leters rrom various co- 
operatives indicating a strong de- 
mand for the service, it is said, and 
the problem will be one of adequate 
ly caring for all the tonnage offered 
The federation, it is stated, is de- 
termined to set up a strong sales 
service on an adequately financed 
foundation so that it will have ne 
annual struggle for existence. 

Incorporation soon will be effected 
and the fruit growers’ national sales 
ageney will begin to function.

“We drove for several 
through the worms whith 
the ground in every direction,” seid 
Mr. Ralphs. “They are feeding on 
the flowering plants of the desert 
and moving slowly as they devour 
every bit of green stuff in their way. 
Thousands of chicken hawks are 
also in the region eating the worms. 
I never saw anythink like it pefore,” 
declared Mr, Ralphs who has traveled 
the desert more or less all his life. 

Many of the worms are three and 
four. inches in length and some of 
the few ranchers in that region 
feared the scourge of worms might 
get into their alfalfa fields and de- 
stroy their crops, and were taking 
steps to prevent.
